Behind the adoption of the Univer- 
sal Copyright Convention lies the cen- 


turies-long story of the struggle of au- 
thors for the right to earn a living as 
authors 

The “successful” author 1is, after all, 
a relatively new animal: Cervantes kept 
body and soul together by working as 
a tax collector, Spinoza ground lenses 


in Amsterdam for his living and 
Shakespeare relied on acting for his 
main source of income 

The notion that an author could actu- 
ally “own” his work first appeared in 
England in 1709 with the Statute of 

nne: “An Act for the Encouragement 
of Learning.” 

The eighteenth century was marked 
by further progress with American con- 
stitutional provisions and a law of the 
French Revolution which is still in force 
today. 

The nineteenth century saw a wave 
of national legislation instituting copy- 
right protection for authors Unfor- 
tunately, the nineteenth century also 
saw a wave of international literary 
piracy 

It became quite obvious that national 
law could not protect the author whose 
works were being plagiarized abroad 
as fast as they came off the presses in 
his own country. So it was that in

Then came the turn of the League of 
Nations. The League was asked to in- 


tervene by a resolution adopted in 1928 


by the Rome conference for the revi- 
sion of the Berne Convention. A uni- 
versal copyright convention was among 
the items of unfinished business which 
the United Nations inherited from the 
League of Nations. 

Misunderstandings arise when tech- 
nical terms (especially legal terms) are 
translated literally into another lan- 


guage. It can result in two legal experts 
talking across a table about two differ- 
ent things and, of course, disagreein 
violently. 

UNESCO spent five years in a thor- 
ough study of comparative copyright 
law, aided by four committees of ex 
perts representing different regions of 
the world. 

Preparatory studies revealed two ba- 
sic reasons for previous failures of at- 
tempts to build a worldwide system of 
copyright protection. 

Sufficient allowance had not been 
made for the fact that certain coun 
tries could not adhere to international! 
copyright agreements simply becauss 
of previsions in their own legislatio: 
Too little attention had been paid to 
the economic effects of copyright law 

“A universal copyright system,” says 
the preamble to the new convention 
“will facilitate a wider dissemination 
of the works of the human mind and 
increase international understanding.” 


Race Prejudice in the North

While Miss Autherine J. Lucy,

We in the North, in communities 
where legal segregation does not exist, 
may count ourselves more advanced 
in our political democracy than Ala- 
bama, or any other state where some 
American citizens are legally denied 
the rights lawfully and constitutionally 
extended to other American citizens. 

Nevertheless, it is for us to show our 
faith in democracy by more than words 
and by more than criticisms to our 
neighbors in the South. 

The two races in the South have a 
historic handicap which we have not. 

Northern communities, as Mr. Ste- 
venson said, often confine Negro cit- 
izens to segregated neighborhoods, 
deny them full employment opportu- 
nities—and often confront them with 
the naked face of prejudice they knew 
in the region from which they mi-

grated. Even here, where gifted mem- 
bers of the Negro race have risen to 
high pesition, we still have to learn that 
such recognition is not enough and that 
tolerance is not enoug!

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A Prize Winner in Germany 
THEY FELL FROM GOD'S HANDS, by Hans Wer. 

ner Richter. (E. P. Dutton & Co., 349 pas., $4.95) 

Hans Werner Richter is one of the 
most important postwar German au- 
thors and this is the second of his 
novels to be published in the United 
States. “They Fell From God's Hands” 
won Richter the Rene Scheckele Prize 
in Europe, while Thomas Mann was 
still a member of the prize jury, but 
it will add little to his stature as a 
novelist in this country and those who 
looked to Richter to become the Re- 
marque of World War II will be dis- 
appointed. 

In an ambitious effort to depict the 
maelstrom of the war-years and the 
turmoil of the decade immediately fol- 
lowing, Richter selected too many char- 
acters, and chose to write about them 
in too many different settings over too 
long a period of time. They are: an Es- 
tonian army captain, who fought against 
the Russians, then with the Russians 
against the Ger- 


mans, and finally 
with the Germans 
against the Ru¢- 
Sians; a Jewish 
youth in Warsaw 
and later, Israel; a 
Polish girl who is 


an underground 
agent; a brutal 
officer in Hitler’s 
S.S.; a Czech wom- 
an who is married 


to a German: a 

Spaniard who is a 

; leftover from 
Hans Richte: Franco's war, im- 


pressed into a Nazi 
an opportunistic frau- 
mistress of a German 
officer, a Hungarian officer, and an 
American soldier, in what seems like 
quick succession; a fighter pilot of the 
Soviet air force who fights against the 
Finns and Germans, then changes sides 
to fight against the Russians: and a 
Russian artillery officer who becomes 
a partisan in the Ukraine and turns his 
coat at least once also. 

All of the characters lead eventful 
lives and the development in time and 
locale continues through the Arab-Is- 
raeli war and the campaign in Indo- 
china where both the S.S. officer and 
the Russian pilot turn up in the Frenck 
Foreign Legion. In writing about each 
of these persons separately for a few 
pages, then moving on to the next 
one for a few pages, then skipping back 
to the first one, Mr. Richter has guc- 
ceeded only in creating a dizzy ka- 
leidoscope that has no effect as a uni- 
fied whole, and remains a potpourri of 
vignettes of human suffering in war- 
time 

There are simply too many fragments 
and the connecting thread only emerges 
in the last chapter when they are al 
brought together in the melting pot o 
a displaced persons camp near Munich; 
but by that time they are already 
pretty well melted. 

Any three of these characters, and 
the moving incidents surrounding them, 
would have provided the core of a fine 
novel, but lumping so many together 
generates a need for at least 600 more 
pages to rescue them from the shade 
of gray uniformity they are compressed

destitution. 

The United Nations have 
failed to produce any proposa! 
for a solution During these 
eight years, almost every other 
Arab country in the Middle 
East has suffered revolutions, 
coups detat and disturbances, 
while Jordan, the victim of the 
Palestine disaster, remained 
quiet and orderly 

It could not last forever. Per- 
haps I was unlucky in being 
the first victim. for I had 
served Jordan most of my life

Leaves Tomorrow—To See 
Eskimos, Radar De- 
fense Systems. 


— — 


OTTAWA, March 19. (AP)— 
Canada’s Governor Genera! will 
don Arctic clothing tomorrow 
for a 10,000-mile, 17-day air 
jaunt into the barren vastnesses 
of Canada’s deep north, far past 
the fringes of civilization. 


In the trip, 69-year-old Vin- 
cent Massey will visit Eskimos 
in their igloos, travel by dog 
sled, eat caribou meat and fish 
through the ice in regions where 
the temperature sometimes 
sinks to 40 below zero. 

The trip also will give him an 
opportunity to talk with mis- 
sionaries and settlers, fur trad- 
ers and soldiers, construction 
men and Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police He also will 
have a chance to see parts of 
the continental radar defense 
systems and talk with United 
States and Canadian service men 
on duty there. 

One reason for the trip is 
thought to be to remind the 
world that in Canada's eyes the 
Arctic right up to the North 
Pole is Canadian The Gov- 
ernor General's itinerary in- 
eludes a flight oyer the pole 

On his flights he may catch 
a glimpse of Russian scientists 
at work on floating ice islands 
in the Arctic. Royal Canadian 
Air Force and United States Air 
Force planes sometimes see 
them—there are two of the drift 
parties out now. 

The Russians have not at- 
tempted to make any secret of 
their occupation of the _ ice 
islands, which have drifted 
through waters on the Canadian 
side of the pole. They supply 
regular weather reports from 
the islands which are picked up 
and used in Canada. 

The Russians say their work

*-him so spoiled that he makes everyone unhappy. 

“He was never on a schedule. He slept and ate when- 
ever he wanted to.

His big nap of the day might 
come any time from 10:00 to 3:00..

Fix It Yourself

Calcimine Finish for Walls 
and Ceilings. 


E RECEIVED a note the 
W other dav from a lady ask- 
ing why we never talked 
about calcimine. Well, we went 
back over our records and 
found that she was quite right. 
It's been a good long time since 
we've said very much on the 
general subject of calcimine. 
Calcimine, as many of you 
know, is a water type paint. It 
is fast drying, goes on easily, 
is inexpensive and comes in 
a’ wide variety of colors. The 
great drawback to calcimine is 
that it isn’t washable and so if 
it becomes dirty it can’t be 
washed. 


It also can’t be painted or 
papered over. Before the in- 
vention of the modern easy to 
apply fast drying interior 
paints, calcimine was used ex- 
tensively for ceilings and for 
many walls. Today it’s not quite 
so popular but you may easily 
run across it in a redecorating 
job and if you don’t know how 
to handle it, you may be in for 
trouble 

As we said, you can't paint 
or paper over calcimine nor 
can you apply more calcimine 
over old calcimine. What you 
must do before redecorating a 
surface finished with calcimine 
is to remove the calcimine. This 
is done with a sponge and a 
bucket of warm water. The 
calcimine will come off pretty 
easily with some sponging and 
warm water and when it all is 
off the wall, go over the surface 
with a clean sponge and fresh 
water. Allow the wall to dry 
and it’s then ready for either 
paint or paper or for more 
calcimine. 

It's easy enough to tell if the 
finish on a wall or ceiling tis 
calcimine. Just take a damp rag 
and rub the finish in an incon- 
spicious area. If the finish 
comes off on the rag then it's 
calcimine.
